EXECUTIVE  REORGANIZATION  ORDER  4-72 

Executive  Reorganization  Order  Implementing  the  Department  of  Inter- 
governmental Relations  Pursuant  to  the  Executive  Reorganization  Act 
of  1971 

Under  the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  1971  (Laws  of  Montana, 
1971,  Chapter  272) ,  the  Governor  is  authorized  to  sign  executive 
orders  implementing  the  various  chapters  of  the  Act. 

THEREFORE,  I,  FORREST  H.  ANDERSON,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  pursuant  to  the  authority  invested  in  me,  order  that: 

1.  Chapter  9  (Sections  82A-901  through  82A-906)  of  the  Execu- 
tive Reorganization  Act  of  19  71  providing  for  the  creation  of  the 
Department  of  Intergovernmental  Relations  shall  be  effective 
September  1,  1972. 

2.  From  and  after  September  1,  1972,  the  Department  and  its 
functions  shall  be  organized,  supervised,  administered,  and  executed 
pursuant  to  the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  19  71,  the  Constitu- 
tion, other  statutes  of  the  state,  and  the  reorganization  plan  (dated 
August  30,  1972)  prepared  and  submitted  by  Martin  T.  Mangan. 

3.  This  executive  order  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any 
judicial  or  administrative  proceeding  pending  or  which  could  have 
been  commenced  before  the  date  of  the  order,  and  the  department  or 
unit  which  succeeds  to  the  functions  of  an  agency  transferred  or 
retained  by  this  order  shall  be  substituted  as  a  party  in  interest. 

4.  The  Department's  organization  chart  and  description  of 
major  programs  are  appended  to  this  order.   However,  the  Secretary 
of  State  need  not  send  the  charts  and  descriptions  of  major  programs 
to  those  persons  named  in  Section  6  of  the  Executive  Reorganization 
Act  as  a  part  of  this  order.
